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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Langdon  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  this  report  on  the  work  of 
your  Health  Department  for  the  year  1966. 

There  is  little  of  special  note  to  draw  your  attention  to  in  this 
year' s  work. 

I  am  still  uneasy  about  the  absence  of  routine  visits  to  Pood 
premises.  The  investigation  of  complaints  is  not  the  main  way  to  tackle 
food  hygiene  -  it  requires  the  frequent  routine  preventative  visits  to  keep 
up  the  necessary  standards  in  a  growing  shopping  centre.  However,  this 
consumes  a  lot  of  time  and  under  our  present  arrangements  Mr.  Acres  is  more 
than  fully  occupied.  I  had  hoped  that  the  appointment  of  a  technical 
Assistant  would  relieve  some  of  the  pressure  of  work  and  enable  these 
inspections  to  be  done  -  indeed  towards  the  end  of  the  six  months  our  first ^ 
Technical  Assistant  worked  for  us  this  was  coming  into  being.  The  Council  s 
decision  not  to  replace  him  stopped  dead  our  hopes  of  making  some  public 
health  progress.. 

I  also  feel  that  soms  initial  work  should  be  done  on  our  next 
clearance  area  scheme.  This  tends  to  be  rather  a  prolonged  business,  as  well 
as  time  consuming.  Unless  this  work  is  carried  on  fairly  continuously  we 
are  in  danger  of  losing  ground  and  have  more  of  our  older  houses  becoming 
unfit  than  those  we  have  already  cleared.  This  is  particularly  likely. as, 
judging  by  the  few  applications  for  improvement  grants,  the  owners  of  sub¬ 
standard  houses  are  in  the  main,  little  interested  in  improving  them. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Councillors  and  also  the 
other  Council  officers  for  their  help  in  the  year.

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IMMUNISATION 


Primary  immunisation  of  infants  is  at  an  excellent  level  in 
Melksham.  Of  all  the  babies  bom  in  Melksham  in  1 965  all  appear  to  have 
been  immunised  as  our  percentages  for  Diphtheria  immunisation  (primarily 
’’Triple  Vaccine")  is  110.7%  and  for  Poliamye litis  112.6%.  This  does  not 
mean  that  some  babies  have  been  done  twice  but  that  quite  a  number  of  young 
babies  have  been  brought  into  the  town  to  live,  added  to  those  bom  here. 

The  actual  figures,  kindly  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  are  given  below. 

Smallpox  vaccination  figures  show  a  considerable  improvement  over 
previous  years.  This  may  have  been  helped  by  the  requirements  of  Smallpox 
Vaccination  for  travel  to  Europe  during  much  of  this  year's  holiday  season.

Mental  Health  Service, 

Home  Nursing  and  Care  of  the  Elderly, 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Lowboume  continues 
to  be  well  attended.  The  other  activities  at  the  Clinic  continue, 

A  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  was  started  during  the  year  for  early 
detection  of  Cancer  of  the  Cervix.  This  was  well  attended  at  the  beginning 
but  attendances  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  test  is  quickly  done 
and  is  painless  and  is  advised  for  all  women  between  25  and  60  years  of  age. 
Appointments  can  be  made  at  the  Health  Clinic  when  it  is  open  —  Thursday 
afternoons  being  probably  the  best  time.  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month. 

Not  only  does  this  test  detect  oancer  at  a  very  early  stage  but 
it  detects  it  at  a  stage  when  a  very  minor  operation  cures  it. 

Health  Visitors 

We  have  four  Health  Visitors  to  serve  the  town.  Their  work  is 
in  the  preventative  and  social  medicine  field,  mainly  with  the  very  young 
and  elderly.  During  the  year,  instead  of  each  dealing  with  one  area  of 
the  town  a  new  system  of  "attachment"  was  started.  Now  each  is  attached 
to  one  or  more  doctors  and  deals  with  the  problems  of  his  patients  only. 

This  system  appears  to  be  working  very  well. 

They  also  run  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  Relaxation  Clinics 
for  Ante-natal  cases,  mothers  club  etc.  and  help  at  immunisation  clinics 
and  school  medical  examinations.  They  lead  a  very  busy  and  useful  lives 
and  we  are  very  fortunate  in  Me  Iks  ham  in  having  four  very  keen  and  hard¬ 
working  Health  Visitors. 
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GENERAL 


Hairdressers 

During  the  year  a  complaint  was  raised  regarding  hygiene  in 
gentlemens'  hairdressers.  A  survey  of*  these  establishments  in  Melksham 
was  carried  out  revealing  a  fairly  good  general  standard  of  hygiene. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Council  to  introduce  model  Bye-Laws  on  Hairdressing 
establishments  to  enable  the  Council  to  maintain  some  control  over  hygiene 
standards.  These  Bye— laws  came  into  effect  on  1st  November,  19^6* 

Home  Safety  Committee 

A  Home  Safety  Committee,  sponsored  by  the  Council,  commenced 
during  the  year.  The  Committee  is  constituted  by  representatives  from  all 
interested  organisations,  the  Gas  and  Electricity  Boards,  Police  and 
Fire  Brigade  and  a  Health  Visitor  and  with  four  Councillors  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Council  representative. 

The  C on-uni  tt <=> t  first  effort  was  a  Fire  Hazard  exhibition.  This 
was  a  good  achibition  but  failed  in  its  purpose  as  it  was  very  poorly 
attended  due,  one  hopes,  not  to  indifference  but  to  inadequate  publicity. 

Learning  from  its  early  mistakes  I  feel  this  Committee  should  go 
cm  to  be  a  useful  asset  to  the  well-being  of  the  town. 
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Report  of  the 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Langdon  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  my  tenth  Annual  Report  for  this  area,  and  I  much  regret  having 
to  report  a  disappointing  lack  of  progress.  This  was  largely  due  to  my 
prolonged  absence  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  then  not  being  fully  fit 
for  a  period  thereafter.  Added  to  which  our  office  clerk,  Mrs.  Millard, 
resigned  for  family  reasons  after  five  years  faithful  service.  Change  of 
staff  in  such  a  small  office  causes  a  temporary  hiatus  in  the  administration. 

The  much  needed  increase  in  staff  by  the  appointment  of  a  Technical 
Assistant  to  nyself  enabled  the  bulk  of  the  initial  inspections  under  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1  9&3  to  be  carried  out.  This 
particular  appointment  was  not  continued  at  the  end  of  the  probationary 
period,  and  in  view  of  the  credit  squeeze,  the  Council  decided  not  to  fill 
this  vacancy  for  that  period.  It  was  therefore  not  possible  to  complete 
all  the  initial  inspections  and  to  carry  out  the  vital  follow— up  work.  Also 
many  other  projects  in  mind  had  to  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  a  new 
appointment  is  made. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to 
Dr.  Wolfenden  and  Mrs.  Wells  (our  new  clerk),  and  to  all  colleagues  for  their 
ready  help  at  all  times.

It  was  very  satisfactory  indeed  to  be  able  to  note  in  oeptember 
that  the  first  tenants  from  the  Clearance  Area  in  Old  Broughton  Road  were 
being  re-housed.  Official  action  having  been  commenced  to  that  end.  in. 
early  1964  ire  ant  that  the  occupants,  mostly  elderly  people,,  and  living  in 
appalling  circumstances  had  to  wait  much  longer  for  re-housing  than  other 
persons  on  the  Council’s  list  living  in  far  better  conditions.  One  wonders 
if  some  amendment  to  the  existing  legislation  could  be  devised  to  overcone 
this  very  real  problem. 

(ii)  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  such  houses  in  the  area. 

(iii)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

This  problem  was  considered  carefully  by  the  Health  Committee  and 
it  was  agreed  to  consider  a  Scheme  of  Registration  under  Section  22  of  the 
1961  Act.  Such  a  scheme  would  help  to  some  extent  in  controlling  the 
situation. 

( iv)  Improvements  to  Older  Houses 

A  further  37  pre-war  Council  houses  were  modernised  on  discretionary 
grant  basis  under  my  control  as  Housing  Maintenance  Officer  by  the  Council  s 
own  direct  labour  force  at  a  cost  of  nearly  £14,CJ0.  The  advantages  to  the 
Council,  as  landlords,  and  to  the  tenants  are  most  apparent.  Control  of 
the  Council’s  1,300  houses  also  enabled  the  Department  to  ensure  good 
standards  of  repair  and  maintenance  in  all  these  houses. 

The  Health  Department,  strangely  enough,  is  not  involved  in 
improvements  to  older  private  houses  and  it  was  disappointing. to  note  that  ^ 
despite  the  Council  publicising  their  own  improvements  by  having  three  ’’show 
houses  open  to  the  public  in  the  past  year  or  so,  only  nine  standard 
improvement  grants  were  applied  for  and  granted  in  1  966. 

The  policy  of  inp>roving  older  houses  to  modern  standards  is  a 
fundamental  in  all  public  health  progress  and  one  would  hope  to  see  more 
applications  by  landlords  and  tenants  in  the  future.

Relatively  few  complaints  were  received  and  no  difficulties  arose 
in  having  various  defects  repaired. 

( ii)  Verminous  Premises  and  Other  Infestations 

No  verminous  premises  were  reported  or  discovered.  Identification 
and  advice  on  treatment  was  given  in  other  instances  of  insect  problems. 

( iii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Very  few  houses  indeed  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers  in 
the  Urban  area,  probably  less  than  ten  in  all.  The  arrangements  for 
sewerage  and  the  disposal  works  are  reasonably  adequate.  The  Council  are 
proposing  to  improve  the  sludge  drying  by  use  of  machinery  rather  than  the 
present  system  of  open  lagoons. 

(iv)  Water  Supplies 

The  town  receives  its  supplies  mainly  from  the  West  Wilts  Water 
Board,  but  part  of  the  Northern  area  is  linked  to  the  North  Wilts  Board. 
Quality  is  excellent,  and  the  unsatisfactory  pressure  on  certain  days  is  in 
the  process  of  being  remedied  by  the  building  of  a  new  reservoir. 

The  waters  are  not  plumbo-solvent,  but  are  extremely  hard.  Copies 
of  frequent  sanpling  checks  are  received  from  the  two  Boards,  and  the 
occasional  check  sample  is  taken  by  the  Department.  All  were  satisfactory. 

At  the  factory  having  its  own  well  supply  for  domestic  use,  all 
samples  taken  proved  satisfactory. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

No  formal  action  was  taken,  and  the  infrequent  complaint  of  smoke 
nuisance  from  factory  chimneys  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal 
action. 


Two  "Prior  Approvals"  under  Section  3  of  the  Act  were  issued  in 
respect  of  a  new  Chain  Grate  Stoker  and  a  new  furnace. 

Two  nuisances  from  the  burning  of  industrial  waste  were  dealt 
with  -  one  informally,  and  one  required  service  of  a  Statutory  Notice. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 


The  part-time  operator  (shared  with  "by  the  Rural  District  Council) 
continues  to  give  excellent  service  with  rodent  control  work. 

During  the  year  137  properties  were  treated  for  rats  or  mice  as 
compared  with  115  the  previous  year. 

The  work  is  free  for  domestic  premises,  but  a  small  charge  is 
made  to  cover  costs  in  other  instances. 


CARAVAN  SITES  ARP  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOBM?  ACT  i960 

The  one  residential  site  of  56  caravans  is  extremely  well  appointed 
and  all  conditions  of  site  licence  are  fully  maintained. 

PETROLEUM  ( CONSOLIDATION)  ACT  1928 

The  overall  position  is  now  extremely  satisfactory,  and  onuy  one 
installation  gives  cause  for  concern.  In  this  case,  decisions  on  planning 
permissions  to  re-organise  the  filling  station  held  up  the  necessary 
improvements. 

The  total  gallonage  of  petrol  stored  in  licensed  premises  is 
63,700  (60,450)  and  21  (2l)  licences  were  issued.  Last  year's  figures  in 
brackets. 


The  continued  efficient  work  by  the  Council's  Inspecting  Officers  - 
the  Wilt  shire  County  Fire  Brigade  -  must  once  more  be  recorded.

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  applied  for,  and  again  no 
enquiries  of  any  sort.

(iii)  Details  of  complaints  dealt  with:- 

( a)  Meat  pie  with  foreign  body  present,  i.e.  a  finger  dressing  - 
prosecution  under  Section  2  and  the  manufacturers  fined  £20  with 

5  gns.  costs. 

(b)  Smoked  boiling  ham  with  discoloration  -  sent  for  analysis 
and  found  not  to  be  harmful. 
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(c)  Cooked  sausages  thought  to  have  caused  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting  -  sent  for  analysis  and  found  satisfactory. 

(d)  Mouldy  bread  rolls  -  withdrawn  from  stock  immediately  and 
destroyed.

SWIMMING-  FOOLS 


(i)  Blue  Pool 

This  public  pool  was  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Daily 
local  checks  of  free  chlorine  are  taken,  and  I  inspect  these  records  from 
tiros  to  time,  and  also  take  the  occasional  sample  for  bacteriological 
examination.  These  were  all  satisfactory. 

Source  of  water  is  from  the  mains  and  constant  re -circulation  on 
a  6/8  hour  basis  is  maintained*  Treatment  consists  of  filtration  by  twin 
Diafilters,  followed  by  chlorination  and  then  aeration  over  a  cascade. 

(ii)  Paddling  Fool,  King  George’s  Field 

Hand  chlorination  of  this  shallow  pool  is  used  and  is,  in  the 
main,  satisfactory. 

(iii)  Shurnhold  School 

Chlorination  and  filtration  plant  proved  adequate  and  samples 
taken  were  satisfactory. 

(iv)  Lowboume  School 

Again  a  small  training  pool  with  adequate  plant,  and  samples  taken 
were  satisfactory.
